Like A Mother, 
Borroto Says 


Widower Praises 
Doctor On Trial 
For Mercy Killing 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Feb. 28 
—(AP)—The hu sband of Mrs. Ab- 
bie Borroto said today his dy ing 
•wife was treated like a mother 
by Dr. Hermann N. Sander. 
The 41-y ear-old Dr. Sander is 
on trial on a first degree mu rder 
charge—accu sed of 
ending the 
woman’s cancer-tortu red life with 
an air injection into her v eins* 
Reginald Borroto, the 6 5-y ear- 
old hu sband, testified as to his 
wife’s last illness: 
“If Mrs. Borroto had been Dr. 
Sander’s mother or sister he 
cou ldn’t hav e done more to m in­ 
ister to her.” 
Borroto, a retired oil salesman, 
said Dr. Sander came often to 
his home du ring the last months 
of his wife’s life. 
Borroto added that the doctor 
often appeared v olu ntarily , bring­ 
ing su ch gifts to the ailing wo­ 
man as a canary , complete with 
cage, and other little offerings to 
take her mind off her misery . 
Under cross-ex amination, Bor- 
* roto said: 
“On v ariou s occasions, Dr. San­ 
der appeared v ery tired. In fact, 
on one occasion I told him he was 
a fool spending so mu ch time 
working on committees ou tside of 
his office hou rs.” 
On taking the stand, Borroto 
was asked by Phinney : 
“Was Mrs. Borroto a woman of 
determinination?” 
“Definitely ,” replied the slender 
widower. 
Q. Did she hav e the will to liv e? 
A. Very mu ch so. 
Later, Borroto testified “if he 
(Dr. Sander) was my own broth­ 
er I cou ldn’t feel more kindly to­ 
ward him.” 
The dead 
woman’s 
hu sband 
made his comment after Defense 
Lawy er Ralph 
Langdell 
asked 
him whether he was friendly with 
the accu sed doctor and whether 
he had been to the Sander home 
for dinner. 
Telling the story of his wife’s 
illness, Borroto said Dr. Sander 
thou ght it best she go to the hos­ 
pital. 
“There was no room at the El­ 
liot Hospital so she had to go to 
the Hillsboro Cou nty Hospital,” 
Borroto said. 
On the night of Dec. 3—the 
night before Mrs. Borroto died— 
her hu sband said Dr. Sander tele­ 
phoned him and said he did not 
ex pect her to liv e throu gh the 
night. 
Borroto said the doctor told him 
she had lost the power of speech 
—“that she cou ld whisper bu t I 
cou ldn’t u nderstand her.” 
“I sat at her bedside and held 
her hand,” Borroto said.

TAIPEI, Feb. 28—(A P)~G en­ 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek an­ 
nou nced today he wou ld resu me 
the 
presidency 
of 
Nationalist 
China tomorrow. 
The Chinese leader said he al­ 
so wou ld assu me the post of com- 
mander-in-chief of all Nationalist 
forces. 
He “retired” from both jobs in 
Janu ary of last y ear, ju st before 
the fall of Nanking. 
Vice President Li. Tsu ng-Jen 
became acting president.

Chiang’s message to^ay made 
no mention of whether Li has 
giv en his concu rrence to the Gen­ 
eralissimo’s action.

“Since Li Tsu ng-Jen’s depar­ 
tu re (for the U. S.) in Nov ember 
last y ear the state has been with­ 
ou t a president and the armed 
forces withou t a commander in 
chief,” Chiang declared.

Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
continu ed talks with his top min­ 
isters abou t the gov ernment’s 
legislativ e program and the re­ 
shu ffled cabinet which will be 
annou nced some time before Par­ 
liament meets tomorrow after­ 
noon. 
Winston Chu rchill and his Con­ 
serv ativ e shadow cabinet were 
ex pected to decide to sit tight for 
the time being, watch the Labor 
party squ irm with its precariou s 
majority in Commons and per­ 
haps try to keep the Laborites in 
the tou gh position of resonsibil- 
ity withou t power as long as pos­ 
sible. 
Liberal party leaders also met 
with Clement Dav ies presiding. 
The Liberals were blamed 
by 
both 
Labor and Conserv ativ e 
leaders for creating the Parlia 
mentary stalemate. 
They had 
nearly 500 candidates in the elec­ 
tion, bu t won only nine seats. 
Labor qu arters indicated they 
might seek an election by early 
su mmer. They were worried a- 
bou t 
many ^ things, 
especially 
their ability to maintain the 
wage freeze which so mu ch of 
British Labor opposes.

Sure Agreement On 
Controls Is Out 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 28—(AP)— 
One of the world’s leading Nu­ 
clear phy sicists said last night 
no one knows if a hy drogen bomb 
can be built and that he, person 
ally , hopes it “doesn’t work,” 
Dr. Harold C. Urey , of 
the 
Univ ersity of Chicago’s Institute 
for Nuclear studies, added in an 
interv iew. 
“But there is no way of con 
trolling nature. Sometimes it is 
too cooperativ e.” 
He is deliv ering a series . of 
thret technical lectures at Ohio 
State Univ ersity . 
The Nobel prize winner said 
effectiv eness 
of 
a 
hy drogen 
bomb — estimated to be many 
times more powerful than the A- 
bomb—will not be known until 
one actually is set off. 
He said. 
“Tt hope the 
bomb doesn’t 
work, howev er, is no way to 
solv e the problem. 
We 
must 
know what can or can not 
be 
done or someone else will find 
out before us.” 
Speaking of Russia, the phy s­ 
icist said he felt Russia and the 
United States would be at odds 
ev en if there were no super 
bombs, 
because “the 
current 
Russian leaders created a rev olu­ 
tion and must see it through.” 
There is “absolutely no chance” 
of the two nations agreeing on 
control of the bombs, he said. 
The scientist said 
he 
was 
“scared tt' death” at the prospects 
of war between the two pow­ 
ers. “Sometimes I feel pray er is 
the only solution, and I wish I 
had a direct line to the Almighty 
to ask him for guidance.” 
Modern weapons with 
their 
great ranges will bring the nex t 
war to the center of participa­ 
ting nations, he feels. 
Dr. Urey said he did not recall 
knowing Emil Klaus Fuchs, who 
recently was arrested in England 
and charged with turning ov er 
atomic secrets to the Russians.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 28 
—(UP)—Kiddies soon will be 
able to play at home with atomic 
energy , the A. C. Gilbert Co. an­ 
nounced today . 
The toy firm unv eiled an “a- 
tomic energy laboratory , com­ 
plete with Geiger counter and 
other professional-ty pe gadgets 
guaranteed to appeal to y oungs­ 
ters from nine to 9 0. 
The company sàid that the lab, 
“believ ed to be the most sci­ 
entific toy ev er made,” was de­ 
v eloped with the help of Am­ 
erica’s “top nuclear phy sicists 
and instrument makers.” It was 
learned that the Atomic Energy 
Commission also was consulted 
and obv iously fav ors the toy as 
a means of showing children, 
and adults as well, that atomic 
energy isn’t necessarily destruc­ 
tiv e. 
The commission refused to 
comment on a report that it also 
approv es the lab as a home def 
ense measure, making possible a 
widespread distribution of low- 
cost geiger-counters which are 
used to locate radioactiv e ma­ 
terials. 
The company said, howev er, 
that its product should enable 
some persons to collect the $10,- 
000 offered by the commission 
for location of substantial urani­ 
um deposits. Gilbert’s set will 
cost $42.50 and the counter alone 
$18.50.

Heath Feels 
Break Effective 


U. S. Severance May 
Aid In Other Nations 


PARIS, Feb. 28—(UP)—Don- 
aid R. Heath, former American 
minister to Sofia, said today that 
U.S. action in breaking relations 
with Bulgaria “should hav e a 
salutary effect” on other Com­ 
munist - controlled countries of 
Eastern Europe. 
“The Bulgarians were q uite 
surprised and certainly 
disap­ 
pointed when the United States 
broke relations, though they had 
ev ery reason to ex pect it,” Heath 
said when he arriv ed in Paris on 
his way to the United States. 
“Breaking relations with Bul­ 
garia should hav e a salutary ef­ 
fect, diplomatically speaking, on 
our position in Eastern'Europe.” 
The U.S. sev ered relations with 
Bulgaria a week ago after the 
Sov iet satellite refused to with­ 
draw charges that Heath was 
running a spy ring in the Ameri­ 
can legation and had concealed 
two “spies” in the legation attic 


for six months. 4 
Bulgaria demanded Heath’s re­ 
call on the basis of the 
spy 
charges, which the U.S. gov ern­ 
ment refused to 
accept. 
The 
U.S. answer was to break rela­ 
tions. 
. 
Bulgarian tactics against na­ 
turalized Americans of Bulgarian 
descent who worked in Bulgaria 
were “a little worse” than other 
Iron Curtain countries, Heath 
said. 
He added that Russian" military 
and political adv isers were “in­ 
creasingly ev ident” in Sofia. 
Heath supported prev ious re­ 
ports that former Bulgarian Pre­ 
mier Georgi Dimitrov , who died 
in Russia last y ear while under­ 
going what was described by the 
Russians as medical treatment, 
may hav e been purged because he 
showed signs of approv ing Mar­ 
shal Tito’s defiance of the Krem­ 
lin. 
Many of Dimitrov ’s friends 
were ex pelled from the Politburo 
or remov ed from gov ernment 
posts after the late premier’s 
death, Heath said.

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Fanatic Jewish Group In 
Israel Fights All Its Works

JERUSALEM, Feb. 28 —(AP)—Fou r hu nd red u ltra-orthod oz Jews 
in Jeru salem are fighting bitterly against the Jewish state and the 
p olitical Zionist mov ement that created it. 
The members of the “Natu rej Karta” grou p are honest zealots and 
religiou s fanatics. They say that a Jewish state before the coming 
of the Messiah is against the will 
of God —and when the Messiah 
comes there will be no need for 
it. 
They mu st not be confu sed , 
howev er with the thou sand s of 
other orthod ox Jews among Is­ 
rael’s more than a million in­ 
habitants. These others, organiz­ 
ed in the “Agu d ath Israel” and 
the “Misrachi Party ” and well 
rep resented in the Hebrew p arlia­ 
ment. believ e Jewish statehood ' 
is comp atible with Jewish reli­ 
giou s observ ance, althou gh they 
d emand incorp oration of the old 
biblical law in the new state’s 
laws. 
The “Natu rej Karta” call this 
an “abominable comp romise.” Ir­ 
reconcilable bu t u nable longer to 
ignore the ex istence of Israel as 
a state they insist that all of 
Jeru salem shou ld be internation­ 
alized , or at least the small ghet­ 
to-lik e q u arter in which they 
liv e. 
Earlier, it was learned , they 
ev en had d iscu ssed ask ing King 
Abd u llah of Hashemite Jord an 
to allow them to settle insid e the 
Arab-held old city , if p ossible 
near the v enerated wailing wall 
—the remains of the temp le d e-

stroy ed by the Romans almost 
2,000 y ears ago. 
While they cou ld not p rev ent 
the city being p op u lated by 100,- 
000 Jews id entify ing themselv es 
with the Israel state, the mostj 
fanatical among the “Natu rej 
Karta” started to throw stones 
and smok e bombs at those who, 
they said , d esecrated the Sab­ 
bath by rid ing in a car, v isiting 
a cafe or q u eu ing u p at a mov ie 
before the Sabbath su n had set. 
Some refu sed to join the army . 
They were granted ex emp tion as 
conscientiou s objectors. They al­ 
so abstained from tak ing p art in 
the general censu s before last 
y ear’s 
p arliamentary 
elections. 
On election d ay they refu sed to 
go to the p olls. On the first Je­ 
wish “ind ep end ence d ay ,” they 
said p ray ers of mou rning and 
fasted . 
Du ring the d ay y ou can see 
them, u su ally clad in old -fashion­ 
ed long garments, crowd ed to­ 
gether in narrow p ray er rooms 
in 
eastern 
Jeru salem, 
p oring 
ov er the Talmu d . On d ark nights 
they slip into the mod ern p arts 
of the city to stick their p ro- 
messianic and anti-gov ernment 
p roclamations 
in Yid d ish and 
English on walls and bu ild ings. 
They d o it q u ick ly , clev erly and 
secretly , lik e the p re-ind ep end ­ 
ence Jewish u nd ergrou nd fight­ 
ers. 
In their hatred of Zionism and 
the Jewish p olitical renaissance 
they scorn ev ery thing which is 
an ex p ression of Jewish national 
rev iv al. They d o not sp eak Heb­ 
rew—ex cep t when p ray ing—bu t 
only Yid d ish. It is characteristic 
that both word s in “Natu rej Kar­ 
ta” (which means “gu ard ians of 
the city ”) are not of Hebrew bu t 
of Aramaic origin. 
Althou gh d esp ite their q u ix otic 
fight the Jewish state came into 
being, they hav e not giv en u p . 
They say they nev er will.

While large red u ctions were 
effected 
in 
the 
Pennsy lv ania 
Railroad 's 
op erating 
ex p enses 
last y ear, with su bstantial eco­ 
nomies r e s u l t i ng p articu larly 
from the increased u se of Diesel 
locomotiv es, it was not p ossible 
fu lly to offset the loss in rev enu e 
d u e to the generally lower lev el 
of bu siness activ ity and strik es 
in coal and other major ind u s­ 
tries.

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County Health Proposal 
QJ ALEM CITY COUNCIL has before it a proposal 
^ by the Columbiana County Medical Society 
that the Salem City Health Department be con­ 
solidated with a central, unified department. The 
program, given sudden impetus lately for some 
reason, should receive careful study by the Coun­ 
cil before its acceptance. 
True, the suggested unification bears the 
approval of the Columbiana County Medical So­ 
ciety, but not whole-heartedly. 
City Council, the mayor and the city health 
commissioner need to learn more of the unifica­ 
tion plan before Salem's health services are tied 
up in red tape to a county system which might not 
benefit Salem at all. 
Speaking recently in Salem at a club luncheon 
to which physicians and city officials had been 
invited, Dr. Paul Q. Peterson, assistant state 
health director, pointed out that Columbiana 
county's per capita expenditure for health was 
49 cents. He deplored this fact, yet he failed to 
mention that Salem, which has had a more ade­ 
quate health program than any other district in 
the county for years, spends $1.18 per person for 
Its health program. 
Dr. Peterson, who at times seemed to be 
preaching socialized medicine, although he said 
he wasn’t, pointed out that a community is only 
as strong as its health program. So, before we 
weaken ours by absorption into a county system 
of control, let’s try seriously to determine if the 
unified program will really benefit Salem. 


even his own party on controversial issues. 
Mr. Attlee, though he intends to continue as 
prime minister, does not have the advantage of 
a fixed tenure of office.

This is the in­ 
trinsic strength of the British parliamentary sys­ 
tem— this responsiveness to fluctuations in the 
mood of parliament But it’s a fair guess that 
Clement Attlee would trade responsiveness at 
this instant for the certainty that no matter what 
happened in parliamen he could continue to be 
prime minister. 


The Real Harry 
W ITH SIR HARRY LAUDER gone, at the age 
" of 79 , it’s possible to mention something that 
puzzled many of his admirers. They couldn’t 
understand why they admired him. 
He was no great shakes as a singer. His jokes 
weren’t the kind that sparkle and crackle. His 
dancing was vastly less than sensational. Many 
performers had at least as good a sense of tim­ 
ing and equally skillful staging. But there was 
only one Harry Lauder. 
That probably was the secret—that he was uni­ 
que. No one had to wonder whether this was 
the real thing or an imitator. It always was the 
real Harry. Peo p le waited in line for a chance 
to see the original, not because it was necessarily 
better than many of th e other acts of the day but 
because they wanted to see the genuine article. 
Many entertainers have tried to build up a 
similar interest in themselves, to win the pot of 
the gold at the end of the rainbow which spans 
show business, but Harry Lauder was the all-time 
master of the knack of making good by being 
himself because that’s who the customers wanted 
to see. 


2 0-Cent Steak 
Tj\ARM J OURNAL in its March issue publishes 
a fantasy about farm surpluses. But it isn’t as 
fantastic as the reality of government-subsidized 
farm products being taken off the market with 
public money to keep prices high for the same 
public that supplies the money. 
Farm J ournal points out that after 20 years 
agricultural assistance has cost somewhere be 
tween 12 and 15 billion dollars and no permanent 
answer to the problem of over-production has 
been |pund. 
Therefore, the magazine declares, 
it’s time to find a permanent answer. 
The place to look, Farm J ournal believes, is 
in the field of research to learn now farm crops 
can be produced and distributed more efficiently. 
This would bring down prices. Lower prices 
would enable consumers to use more farm pro­ 
ducts. That would eliminate surpluses. In some 
instances, research might develop new crops. In 
others, it might develop new uses for old crops. 
In all instances, it would seek to make agricul­ 
tural abundance available to more people. It 
would aim at 20-cent steak. 
“ Let’s quit fiddling with nothing but tempor­ 
ary expedients,” concludes Farm J ournal. “ Let’s 
quit compromising with the surplus problems. 
Let’s put all the power of modern science to 
work.”

In America, the setback given 
a Labor government in Britain 
which was bent on nationalizing 
meat distribution, warehousing, 
sugar, cement, water, electricity, 
iron and steel will be regarded 
as a defeat for Socialism and 
hence the Republican attempt to 
fasten the Socialism label on the 
Democratic party in the north 
will take on renewed vigor. Con­ 
versely, the Democratic chiefs 
will become more vehement in 
their denials of Socialistic aims. 
What the Democratic leaders 
ought to learn from the British 
result is that social welfare may 
be good political palaver but not 
at the expense of national sol­ 
vency or the stifling of individual 
incentive due to high taxes. 
A m e r i c a n businessmen are 
rightly deriving much encourage­

Sen. Kerr Booms His Oil, Gas Interests 


WASHINGTON 
OKLAHOMA’S 250 - pound, 
^ six - foot multi - millionaire 
Sen. Robert S. Kerr has admit 
tedly done a good job in selling 
his amendments to the Natura 
Gas 
Act 
These 
amendments 
would have the effect of exemp­ 
ting independent natural gas pro­ 
ducers from rate regulation by 
the Federal Power Commission. 
Though it has been shown that 
the senator’s own Kerr-McGee 
Oil Industries, Inc., of which he 
is president, might stand to ben­ 
efit directly by passage of this 
legislation, no senator—Republi­ 
can or Democratic—has thus far 
dared take the floor and make a 
speech in opposition to the Kerr 
amendments. 
One 
explanation 
given it that this is a matter of 
senatorial 
courtesy,” 
u n d e r 
which no senator makes refer­ 
ences to another if his remarks 
are “ personal.” 
Senator Kerr has, however, 
been a good lobbyist in his own 
cause. He has had experience. 
He was president of the Kansas- 
Oklahoma division of ^he Oil and 
Gas Association for a number of 
years. This lobbying connection 
was used against him when he 
ran for governor of Oklahoma in 
19 42, but he beat it down. 


AN ARGUMENT for his amend­ 
ments that Kerr used on one New 
Deal senator was that natural gas 
was taken out of the groui:d, just 
ike copper. There was no govern­ 
ment regulation on copper min­ 
ing, and the price was allowed 
to seek its own level. Why, there­ 
fore, should there be regulation 
of natural gas production? 
Nevertheless, 
when 
Federal 
Power Commission opposition to 
the price increase possibilities in 
the Kerr amendments got a little 
too heavy, the senator modified 
his original proposal by a further 
amendment introduced early in 
February. 
It provides that if 
natural gas prices get out of line 
because of exemption from rate 
regulation, the 
Federal Power 
Commission shall make a study 
of the situation and file a report 
with the President and Congress. 
“ You can well appreciate that 
it would take a long time to pre­ 
pare such a report, and that the 
report would be worthless,” says 
Charles H. Rhyne, Washington 
representative of the National 
Institute of Municipal Law, Offi­ 
cers, in a special memo on the 
Kerr amendments prepared for 
city 
attorneys. 
“ The natural 
gas producers would put up a 
tremendous fight to prevent res­ 
toration of the law to its present 
status,” he adds. 


THE NATURAL gas industry’s 
first efforts to amend the Nat­ 
ural Gas Act of 19 38 go back 
to 19 47. This was just after the 
Supreme Court had ruled in the 
In '; tate 
vs. 
Federal 
Power 
Commission test case. The Court 


decided that FPC had authority 
to regulate rates charged for nat­ 
ural gas transported in interstate 
pipelines. It excepted only pro­ 
ducers 
removed 
“ at 
arm’s 
length,” — that is, independent 
from the distributors. 
Original sponsor of a bill to 
amend the Natural Gas Act so as 
to offset the effect of the Supreme 
Court decision and subsequent 
FPC rulings 
was 
Republican 
Rep. Ross H. Rizley of Oklahoma. 
It was disclosed later that Rizley 
was an attorney for Cities Serv­ 
ice, Republic Natural Gas, and 
Panhandle Eastern Pipeline, The 
Rizley bill passed the House, but 
died in the Senate. Ironically, 
Kerr defeated Rizley in the 
19 48 Oklahoma senatorial race. 
When the 8 1st Congress came 
to town in 19 49 , new efforts were 
made to amend the Natural Gas 
Act The Rizley bill had been a 
tremendously complicated thing. 
Senator Kerr, Sen. Elmer Thom­ 
as and Rep. Oren Harris of Ok­ 
lahoma introduced much-simpli­ 
fied amendments. 
The Harris 
biU 
passed 
the 
House last August. The Kerr- 
Thomas bill was called up for 
S e n a t e consideration several 
times, but never brought to a 
vote. The legislative situation 
has now changed, however, and 
there is a good chance of pas­ 
sage. 
The 
Kerr-Thomas bill will 
have to go back to the House be­ 
cause of Senator Kerr’s new 
amendment calling for a Federal 
Power Commission report in case 
natural gas prices get out of line. 
3ut House acceptance of this is 
considered certain. 


WHILE PRESIDENT TRUMAN 
et it be known that he would 
veto the Rizley bill if it passed 
in 19 48 , the new Kerr amendment 
is now claimed to make the bill 
acceptable to the White House. 
In the meantime, the situation 
on the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion has changed. Senator Kerr 
was one of the leaders in oppos­ 
ing the reconfirmation of Le- 
and Olds for another term on 
the Commission, Olds had been 
a long-time battler for greater 
conservation of natural gas re­ 
sources and greater regulation 
for lower prices. 
Appointment of the President’s 
pal, ex-Sen. Mon C. Walgren, to 
succeeded Olds, poses a new ele­ 
ment of uncertainty on how the 
Commission will handle natural 
gas cases in the future. 
Last year, commissioneers Olds, 
Thomas C. Buchanan and Claude 
Draper had opposed the Kerr- 
Thomas-Harris amendments to 
the Gas Act. Chairman Nelson 
Lee Smith 
and 
commissioner 
darrington Wimberly supported 
them. 
Incidentally, 
Wimberly 
was 
Senator Kerr’s campaign mana­ 
ger in the 19 48 senatorial elec­ 
tion.

home in bed at this stage not 
only might shorten the course 
of the sore throat but also It 
would avoid passing the infection 
on to others. 
Most bad sore 
throats 
are 
caused by germs called strepto- 
asso-j cocci which were present in milk 
or some other foods. The proper 
handling of milk and pasteuriza­ 
tion, as well as refrigeration, has 
greatly reduced the frequency of 
this kind of sore throat. 
In a severe sore throat chilly 
feelings and slight fever are com­ 
mon. Occasionally ♦he body tem­ 
perature may rise quite high, es­ 
pecially if the tonsils are involv­ 
ed. The usual variety of acute 
sore throat does not require much 
more than a few days rest in bed. 
Spraying the nose and throat 
with simple solutions helps some 
people and sometimes painting 
the throat if it does not seem to 
clear up promptly, speeds re­ 
covery. 
Comfort is greatly increased 
by the use of hot compresses or 
an ice bag applied to the neck. 
The us« of powdered sulfa prep­ 
arations may be of value. The 
discomfort can often be relieved 
and th* fever brought down by 
the use of 
aspirin. 
Although 
they should not be taken too free­ 
ly, the sulfa drugs and penicillin 
or its newer relatives are likely 
to be particularly beneficial. 
The particular cause which is 
keeping the sore throat from get­ 
ting better should 
be 
looked 
after and stopped if possible. For 
example, those which come from 
excessive use of the voice may 
merely require a fairly long pe­ 
riod of silence. Gargles, sprays 
and the like may bring tempo­ 
rary relief. Removal of diseased 
tonsils may be of great value in 
certain cases.
